London, September 27.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—British troops today ad- 
vanced to a point within three miles of 
Cambrai. They took between 5,000 and 
6,000 prisoners.

The British gttack today on the Cam- 
brai front was made between Sauchy- 
Lestree and Gouzeaucourt, a distance 
of fourteen miles. 

Haig’s maximum advance today was 
three mi} SY, x yh sled outpost 
defenses Gere thos several points. 
At2o’clock this afternoon the British 
line ran southwest of Gouzeaucourt, 
east of ‘Beaucamp, west of Marcoing 
and east of Graincourt, where some of 
the enemy were still holding out. 
Thence it ran between Anneux and 
Cantaing and east of Bourlon and the 
Bourlon wood, a thousand yards west 
of Raillencourt, and along the road to 
Marcoing. It is not known whether 
the British or the Germans hold Mar- 
coing. 

The capture of Bourlon is of the 
highest importance, because it is the 
bulwark of Cambrai. It was captured, 
notwithstanding the water line in front 
of it, the whole of ‘which has now been 
crossed. 

The British are in a good position to 
capture Cambrai. Even now the enemy 
cannot use the town, as the railway, 
roads and junction are under the Brit- 
ish fire.

INJUNCTION ASKED 


BY GITY REFUSED

Judge Littlejohn Holds 
That Railroad Commission 
Had the Right to Change 
Terms of the Contract Be- 
tween Power Company and 
Atlanta. 


CITY WILL APPEAL CASE 
TO THE SUPREME COURT 


In Meantime Company Is 
Ordered to Keep Account 
of Amounts Collected for 
Higher Gas, Power and 
Electric Light Rates. 


At the tonclusion of the hearing in 
the superior court on the petition of 
the city of Atlanta and the citizens’ 
committee for an injunction to prevent 
the enforcement of the 33 1-3 per cent 
increase in electric light, gas and pow- 
er rates late yesterday afternoon, Judge 
Z. A. Littlejohn, of Americus, handed 
down a ruling denying the restraining 
order asked. 

In his order he held that the rail!- 
road commission had the right to in- 
struct such increases, and to change 
rates even where a contract existed. 
At the same time he ordered the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company to 
keep a strict account of all increases 
to individual consumers, so that in the 
event his decision should be set aside 
in a higher court, the consumers would 
be able to secure a rebate on the 
amounts they had paid. The higher 
rates go into effect immediately. 

Judge George L. Bell, in the motion 
division of the Fulton superior court, 
granted the city a temporary injunc- 
tion-several weeks ago. But he, along 
with Judge M. G. Tarver, of the Chero- 
kee circuit, and Judge Peter Meldrim, 
of Savannah, disqualified themselves to 
sit in the temporary injunction suit. 

Claims Made by 


Counsel for the city contended that 
the railroad commission in granting 
the rate increase, based its conclusions 
on an erroneous array of facts. It was 
claimed that the property valuation of 
the Georgia Railway and Power com.- 
jany and its associate properties was 
arrived at by the commission through 
the cons{deration of information not 
presented as evidence at the original 
hearing before the commission. The 
plaintiffs insist that in this case, the 
findings of the commission are illegal. 

It was claimed that no matter was 
introduced before the commission to 
show the actual valuation of the prop- 
erties controlled by the power com- 
pany,-and that the commission went 
outside the records and took into con- 
sideration a property valuation made 
in 1912 by an engineer named George 
Baehr, employed by the power com- 
pany to make a valuation at the time 
the Georgia Rialway and Electric com- 
pany was absorbed. This valuation, 
the municipality claims, was decidedly 
incorrect and excessive in that it fixed

New York, September 2?.—The price 
of peace will be impartial justice to 
all nations, the instrumentality indis- 
pensable to secure it is a league of na- 
tions formed not before or after, but 
at the peace conference; and Germany, 
as a member, “will have to redeem 
her character not by what happens at 
the peace table, but by what follows.” 

This was President Wilson’s answer 
given tonight before an audience of 
fourth Liberty Loan workers here, to 
the recent peace talk from the central 
powers, altheugh he did not refer spe- 
cifically to the utterances of enemy 
leaders.

New York, September 27—(By As. 
sociated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—With the welding of the 
armies of the entente into a compact 
whole under command of the ifnter- 
allied war council, guided by the mas- 
terly strategy of Marshal Foch, appar- 
ently has come the first break tn the 


united front of the central powers. 

Bulgaria, smaller of the Teutonic 
allies, seems to have struck her col- 
ors. Premier Malinoff has asked for 
an armistice to consider terms of peace 
Whether he is’ acting upon his own 
responsibility as the representative 
of a revolutionary party or with the 
approval of King Ferdinand and the 
government, remains in doubt. In 
either case, however, there is little 
doubt: that Bulgaria has ceased to be 
a military factor in the war. Her ar- 
mies are in full retreat and her soil 
has been invaded. 

Secession of the Balkan state from 
the thraldom of Germany will be al- 
most as severe a blow to the Teutonic 
alliance as was the collapse of Rus- 
sia to the alliies. 

If Bulgaria lays down herarms, Tur- 
key, her armies shattered by the coup 
of General Allenby in Palestine, wil! 
be cut off from her allies. Her lines 
of communication will be severed ex- 
cept across the Black sea through 
Rumania or over the mountain peaks 
of trans-Caucasia in Russia, where 
the grip of the German-controlledé 
Bolsheviki is becoming steadily 
weaker. 

With her supplies of German-made 
munitions and raw materials hanging 
by such a slender thread, military ob- 
servers believe the Ottoman empire 
will have no course left but toe follow 
the example of her Balkan neighbor.

These principles were, he said: 

“First, the impartial justice meted 
out must involve no discrimination be- 
tween those to whom we wish to be 
just and those to whom we do not wish 
to be just. It must be a justice that 
plays no favorites, and knows no 
standard but the equal rights of the 
several peoples concerned. 

“Second, no special or separate in- 
terest of any single nation or any 
group of nations can be made the ba- 
sis of any part of the settlement, which 
is not consistent with the common 
interests of all. 

“Third, there can be no league of 
alliances or special covenants and un- 
derstandings within the general and 
common family of the league of na- 
tions. 

“Fourth, and more specifically, there 
can be no special, selfish economic com- 
binations within the league and no 
employment of any form of economic 
boycott or exclusion except as the pow- 
er of economic penalty by exclusion 
from the markets of the world may be 
vested in the league of nations itself 
as @ means of discipline and control. 

“Fifth, all international agreements 
and treaties of every kind must be 
made known in their entirety to the 
rest of the world.”

Geneva, September 27.—Emperor 
William, Field Marshal Duke Albrecht, 
Of Wurttemberg, and Prince Stephen, 
of Schaumburg-Lippe, were in Mann- 
heim last week when British airmen 
raided the city. The royal party, ac- 
cording to The Democrate, of Geneva, 
Was staying in the royal palace and 
the emperor and his staff promptly 
took refuge in the cellar, remaining 
there twenty minutes.

classification shall receive his rights. 

I regret that lawyers anywhere propose 
to charge anything. No reputable lawyer 
in Atlanta has ever made any charge. It is 
our duty to serve those who, by law, are 
compelled to answer their questionnaires, 
and it is a service that every lawyer in At- 


lanta, at great personal inconvenience and\ 


some loss of busincss, patriotically per- 
forms. 

I hope you will give publicity te this in 
order that the people of this county and of 
this senatorial district will know that:the 
lawyers are ready to perform their duty 
just as the registrant is performing his.

BACK DOOR 
OF AUSTRIA. 


The back door of Austria will stand 
ajar before the victorious’ British, 
French, Serbian, Greek and Italian ar- 
mies plunging ahead through the 
mountains of liberated Serbia. Only 
230 miles ahead of their advance 
guards is Belgrade, across the Danube 
from the plans of Hungary. They 
already have pressed forward a quar- 
ter of this distance since the great 
Macedonian offensive began on Sep- 
tember 14. Onee over the river they 
would be passing through territory oc- 
cupied by the “oppressed nationali- 
ties” of Austria, who have little love 
for the dual empire, and there would 
be no great natural obstacles between 
them and Budapest. The early win- 
ter in the Balkans with the limited 
means of communication available 
would present the most difficulty and 
one which could not be overcome be- 
fore spring. 

With the defection of Bulgaria it 
would. be necessary for hard-pressed 
Austrfa to throw an army across her 
southern frontier, thus making an- 
other inroad upon her waning man 
power. The bulk of her forces is fac- 
ing the eager Italian army along the 
Piave and in the mountain region. 

Emperor’ William already has called 
upon Emperor Charles for help on the 
western front and Austro-Hungarian 
divisions are fighting beside the Ger- 


mans against the steadily advancing 
British, French and Americans. Italy 
still has large reservoirs of men and 
any weakening of the Austrian front 
to send forces:to the other frontier 
of the empise probably would be the 
signal for a general attack to recover 
not only the invaded Italian territory, 
but the “lost provinces” as well. 

With Bulgaria evidently fallen by the 
wayside, with Turkey staggering and 
with Amstria a welter of internal dis- 
cord and dissent, the shaken armies 
of Emperor William are grudgingly 
falling back upon their own frontiers 
before the irresistible blows of Marshal 
Foch’s British, French and American 
troops. The French and Americans 
plunged forward again between Rheims 
and oe where the British attacked 
on a wide front in the Cambrai sector. 
Between them already have taken more 
than 20,000 prisoners and many guns 
of all calibers. 


ARMIES BEATEN, 
BULGARIA OFFERS 
TO DISCUSS PEACE 


London, September 27.—Premier Mal- 
inoff of Bulgaria has made an offer 
of an armistice to the allies, according 


to a Berlin message transmitted by 
the Exchange Telegraph correspondent 
at Copenhagen. The message states 
that the premier’s offer was made with- 
out the support of other members of 
the cabinet or of King Ferdinand. 

The Berlin message says that Malin- 
off’s offer has created great dissatis- 
faction in Bulgaria, and that strong 
military measures have been taken to 
support the Bulgarian front. 

According to statements from Sofia 
by way of Jassy, it is added, a counter 
movement against the action of the 
premier has already been set on foot. 
(This would seem to indicate that a 
revolution is in progress in Bulgaria.) 


ARMISTICE REQUEST 
MADE TO BRITAIN. 


London, September 27.~-The British 
government today received from an of- 
ficial authorized source an application 
from Bulgaria for an armistice. 

The applidation is regarded as a se- 
rious movement and contrary to the 
report from German sources of the ar- 


mistice move there is no suggestion 


that it is the action of Premier Malinoff | 
on his own initiative. The request, 
which is addressed to the alli is for 
an armistice for the discussion of peace. 

In these circumstances any official 
view of the matter is not forthcoming 
but the view was expressed in well- 
informed quarters that any peace with 
Bulgaria would have a prodigious ef- 
fect, and, in connection with. what is 
happening in Palestine ,would have a 
profound effect on Turkey. 

It would free the entire Saloniki 
armv and in certain eventualities 
which concern Turkey would free the 
Mesopotamia and Palestine forces. It 
also would leave the way open to the 
Black sea, for it is regarded that the 
opening of such would be an essential 
sential condition for peace with Bulga- 
ria. Moreover, it would block the chief 
German route to the east. 

From the purely military viewpoint 
the eee of an armistice to Bulga- 
ria it is considered would be such a) 
great advantage to her that it could, 
not be granted without severe condi- | 
tions, such as possibly the evacuation | 
of Serbia. 

Foreign Secretary Balfour and An- | 
drew Bonar Law, the chancellor of the. 
exchequer, have gone for a conference | 
with Premier Lloyd-George regarding 
Bulgaria’s request for an armistice. 


DELEGATES SENT 
BY KING FERDINAND. 


Paris, September 27.—General Fran- 
chet d’'Esperey, commanding the allied 
armies in Macedonia, has telegraphed to | 
the French government that a high : 
Bulgarian officer has presented himself 
in behalf of General Torodow, com- 
manding the Bulgarian army, asking 
the suspension of arms for forty-eight 
hours to permit the arrival of two au- 


thorized delegates from the Bulgarian 
government. 

The minister of finance, Liaptcheff, 
and General Loukoff, commanding the 
Bulgarian second army, are on their 
way to the French headquarters with 
the assent of King Ferdinand to ar- 
range the conditions of the armistice 
and eventually the terms of peace. 

The French commander reports that | 
the Bulgarian request reached him 
through an intermediary, the general 
commanding the British army in the 
east, forming a part of the allied com- 
mand. General d’Esperey’s reply, 
therefore, asked the Bulgarian dele- 
gates to present themselves to the. 
British lines. 

General d’Esperey says that as the | 
Bulgarian request might be a military 
ruse to allow the regrouping of forces 
and the arrival of reinforcements, he 
made a reply declining to grant an 
armistice, but promising to receive | 
duly qualified government delegates. | 

The text of the French commander's 
reply to a letter brought by the Bul- 
garian officer said: 

“My response, that I send through 
the Bulgarian officer bearing the let- 
ter in question, cannot be, by reason 
of the military situation, other than, 
thé following: : 

“T can accord neither an armistice! 
nor a suspension of hostilities tending | 
to interrupt the operations in course, ' 
On the other hand, I will receive with | 
all due courtesy the delegates, duly. 
qualified, of the royal Bulgarian gov- | 
ernment, to which your excellency al-, 
ludes in the letter. These delegates | 
to present themselves in the British 
lines, accompanied by a _  parliamen- 
taire. 
(Signed “FRANCHET d’ESPEREY.” 

It is understood that no instructions 
regarding the Bulgarian application 
for an armistice will be given the mil- 
itary commanders in Macedonia until, 
there is opportunity for consultation 
between France, Great Britain, the 
United States, Italy and the other al-, 
lies, and in the meantime the military) 
operations will continue. 


GERMANY STIRRED 
BY BULGAR MOVE. 


London, September 27.—Germany | 
intends to send a violent protest to 
Bulgaria against Premier Malinoff’s 
request for an armistice, according to 
Berlin reports received in Amsterdam 
and forward by the Exchange Tele- 
graph company. 

The Berlin dispatch says that the 
premier’s act “is a single-handed move 
without the consent of King Ferdi- 
nand." Germany demands that Malin- | 
off be dismissed immediately and' 
court-martialed for high treason. |

was the result of Germany's refusal ;

8,000 PRISONERS 
AND OVER 100 GUNS - 
FOR THE AMERICANS 


With the American Army Northwest 
of Verdun, September 27.—(By the As- 


sociated Press.)—The number of prison- 


ers thus far captured by the Americans 
in their offensive is now placed at eight 
thousand, of whom 125 are officers, 
The captured material includés more 
than 100 guns, 12 of which are of heavy 
caliber, many trench mortars and hun- 
dreds of machine guns. 

General Pershing’s troops, in their 
drive between the Muse and the Ar- 
gonne forest made a great haul of Ger- 
man artillery in the region of Danne- 
voux. The Americans’ capture included 
four big 210-milimeter guns and eight 
150-milimeter pieces and 15 trench mor- 
tars, 10 field guns and 34 machine guns. 

West of Dannevoux the Americans 
captured twelve 77s, which are now be- 
ing used against the Germans, a large 
amount of ammunition also having been

OVER 10,000 GERMANS 
HAVE BEEN TAKEN 
BY FRENCH TROOPS 


Paris, September 27.—The French 
troops in the battle line east of Rheims 
made further advances today and in 
the two days’ battle have taken more 
than ten thousand prisoners and con- 
siderable war material, according to 
the official communication § tonight. 
The total advance by the French has 
been about five miles at certain points. 

“We broke the enemy resistance on 
the whole battle front,” said the state- 
ment. “On the right we advanced our 
lines a kilometer capturing Bois de 
l’Echelle and Cernay. We freed the 
railway from Challerange for four 
kilometers and pressed more than two 
kilometers northward.” 

“General Gouraud’s army continued 
to day splendidly to assault the formi- 
dable enemy positions in Champagne. 
Clinging to the inextricable maize of 
trenches, redoubts and labyrinths in 
which they were unearthed, the Ger- 
mans tried to oppose our advance, but 
it was in vain. They are throwing in 
their reserve divisions one after the 
other, but our troops with admirable 
tenacity are carrying them one after 
another, all the redoubts bristling with 
machine guns. Our advance continues 
methodically everywhere. We are 
reaching the line of the hill tops.” 


GERMANS ADMIT 
THEY “RETIRED” 
BEFORE ALLIES 


Berlin, September 27.—(Via London. 
German troops on the front on bot 
sides of the Argonne retired to their 
lines of defense before the Franco- 
American attack Thureday, according 
to the official statement from German 
general headquarters today. 

It is declared that the “great Fran- 
co-American attempt to break through” 
failed on the first day of the battle 
owing to the tenacity of the German 
troops. It is added that fresh battles 
are imminent. 

Between the Argonne and the Meuse 
(the American front) the Germans were 
forced back from their front fighting 
lines as far as Montblainville and as 
far as the bend in the Meuse northeast 
of Montfaucon. 

The statement reads: 

“In Champagne, between the hetghts 
west of the Suippe and the Aisne as 
well as northwest of Verdun, between 
the Argonne and the River Meuse, the 
Franco-Americans yesterday launched 
strong attacks. he artille 
extended itself beyond the heights west 
of the Suippe toward the west as far 
as Rheims and across the Meuse to- 
ward the east as far as the Moselle. 

“Partial attacks followed. They 
were repulsed in violent fighting, dur- 
ing which the Austro-Hungarian troops 
distinguished themselves east of the

More than 150,000 students will join 
the 8. A. T. C. in the various colleges 
and universities of the country, a large 
number of young men being inducted 
into the service through the Georgia 
Tech, Emory university, Oglethorpe, 
Atlanta university, Atlanta Dental col- 
lege and the University of Georgia, lo- 
cated in Atlanta. 

The men accepted for the students’ 
army training corps are divided into 
two sections, known as A and B. Sec- 
tion A men are known as collegiate 
men, while Section B students are taken 
from the various local boards, and are 
known as vocational men. 

Fine Program Arranged. 

Georgia Tech, which will take care 
of the largest number of students en- 
tering the 8. A. T. C. in this state will 
mark the opening of the training school 
with elaborate exercises, and the induc- 
tion of more than a thousand students 
into the new branch of the army serv- 
ice will be the occasion for carrying 
out a most impressive program. 

Promptly at noon on Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 1, the students of Georgia Tech will 
be assembled on the college campus. 
This assemblage will be simultaneous 
with that of other colleges and univer- 
sities taking part in the new plan for 
training military men from the student 


bodies. Following the gathering of the 
students there will be the ceremony of 
raising the emblem of the country, 
which will be done to the accompani- 
ment of the band, which will play “The 
Star-Spangled Banner.” The oath of 
allegiance will then be administered 
to the men, and the commanding offi- 
cer will read the orders for the day. 
Opportunity will be afforded those who 
wish to make pictures of the historical 
occasion, and motion pictures will be 
permitted, recording the event. 

The exercises will be followed by 
brief addresses, and Governor Hugh 
Dorsey, General William H. Sage, May- 
or Asa G. Candler, Dr. K. G. Matheson, 
president of Tech, and others are ex- 
pected to speak. 


Will Present Flag. 


A huge flag, which, it is understood, 
will be presented by the Tech sponsors, 
will be raised over the campus at the 
close of the addressee, and this emblem 
will be received on behalf of the train- 
ing corps by Major Radcliffe Heer- 
mance, of the United States infantry.

After the close of the ceremony a 
general reception will be given, to 
which all Tech men will be tnvited.

29, from wounds received in action on 
the French front. He belonged to Com- 
pany D, 382d infantry, 82d division. 

Corporal Jordan left Augusta for 
Camp Gordon on April 9. He remained 
at Atlanta for fourteen days, when he 
was transferred to Camp Upton, from 
which point he sailed for France. He 
has been in constant communication 
with his home. The last letter received 
from him was dated August 26, three 
days before he is reported to have died. 
At that time he informed his mother 
that he was in a French hospital and 
was to undergo an operation in a day 
or so, for some trouble with his tonsils.

WOMEN AND MEDICINE. 


Since the board of trustees have admitted 
women to certain departments of the state 
university, leading women of Georgia and 
the federated women will now ask that the 
medical department of the university be 
opened to women. 

Why not? 

If any young woman of Georgia wants 
to qualify herself for the medical profession 
why should she not have the privilege of 
taking advantage of the facilities offered by 
the institution that the state maintains 
ostensibly for the benefit of all of its 
people? 

If there is any profession on earth for 
which a woman, by temperament and every 
other qualification, is inherently fitted, it 
is the medical profession. 


Women are superior to men as trained 
nurses; and the practice of medicine is 
directly in line with, and only a step be- 
yond, the profession of nursing. : 


The few women practitioners in Geor- 
gia were compelicd to go outside of Georgia 
for their medical education. Doubtless 
there are hundreds of young women in this 
state today who aspire to a doctor of medi- 
cine degree; but under existing conditions 
they will have to go outside of the state 
for it. | 

All over the country, where medical 
staffs of hospitals have been depleted. by 
reason of their members having been called 
into the federal service, women physicians 
have taken the places of the men. The 
demand for physicians and surgeons is con- 
stantly growing greater; and the increasing 
demand for men for war medical service, 
for which women doctors are not so well 
equipped, causes a correspondingly increas- 
ing demand for women physicians in civil- 
ian service. 

Aside from the, justice, fairness and 
ethics of the question, it is both expedient 
and patriotic for Georgia to open the doors 
of its medical college to its young women. 
* Jt is even more important that this be 
done than that the facilities of any other 
department of the university should be 
extended to women, because there are 
numerous institutions here in Georgia 
where women may go for higher education, 
but none where they may acquire medical 
education: To take a course in medicine our 
young women must go outside of the state, 
because there is not a medical college in 
Georgia today that admits women! 


COMMERCIAL SLACKERS.

When the tiger is nipped by the law and 
fined, his patrons’ only comment is some- 
thing to the effect that: “Well, poor old 
Hank got caught at last, and assessed! 
But he’s a good old lifesaver; and he’ll 
soon make it all back!” 

Whereas, when the profiteer is “turned 
up” and “assessed,” his former patrons say 
—or, at least think—something like this: 

“And so he’s one of the breed that has 
been employing the war simply as a step- 
ping stone to personal enrichment; who 
would make dollars out of the fact that my 
boy is facing the hardships of warfare and 
the supreme hazards of the battle-line in 
order to help make this free land of ours a 
safe place in -~which to live and transact 
business! Not another cent of my money 
will go into his till if I can keep it out!” 

And that is the punishment that hurts, 
and that should hurt! 


BRING OUT THE BEST MEN. 


In a communication appearing elsewhere 
in this issue of The Constitution, Edgar A. 
Neely, chairman of the school patrons’ mass 
meeting recently held in this city in the in- 
terests of better schools, urges “that the 
people be giving thought to this matter” 
pending his appointment of an advisory 
committee to assist in finding the best 
available material from which to choose the 
next board of education. 

This is timely counsel; and it should be 
heeded by every school patron and every 
citizen. 

Mr. Neely emphasizes the fact that the 
work of the committee will be “simply of 
an inspirational character, to stimulate the 
action of local community organizations,” 
and to assist the people in arousing interest 
in school matters in general, and to the im- 
portance of. seeking out and deciding upon 
the very best available men in each school 
district—the more the better—from which 
to select at the. polls the personnel of the 
next school board. 

The thing that is needed now, and that 
is of pre-eminent importance at this time, is 
an arousing of public interest, public senti- 
ment and the “better schools’’ spirit on the 
part of the people. 

The main and the most important thing 
is to bring out the best qualified men to be 
found in the whole city—in the ranks of 
labor, of the professions, of business—from 
which to select five to compose the board 
of education. 

The whole purpose is to work out the 
problems of school government by the peo- 
ple themselves—to work them out from the 
bottom up—and it is significant and appro- 
priate that the movement to this end should 
have started with the school patrons them- 
selves. 

It is the duty of every citizen now to 
give this matter his best thought, and to do 
his part toward carrying the good work 
along to a realization of the full measure 
of its possibilities. 

The movement should reach every 
hearthstone in the city—and from them it 
should spread to community meetings: to 
wards and school district gatherings. 

The more widespread the movement the 
better the result. 


A WELL-MERITED HONOR. 

The election of Robert F. Maddox, of At- 
lanta, to the presidency of the American 
Bankers’ association, at its convention in 
Chicago, comes as a well-merited tribute 
and‘confers a high honor not only on him, 
but on his city and state. 

No matter what a man’s profession may 
be, it is a notable recognition of his worth 
and his ability for him to be chosen to stand 
at the head of it. But to be placed e+ the 
head of all American bankers is a rare and 
significant honor that, relatively speaking, 
comes to but few men, for the reason that 
there are few organizations that are of the 
scope and magnitude of the American Bank- 
ers’ association. Upon its membership rolls 
and actively participating in its affairs are 
practically all of the great leaders of bank- 
ing and the financial interests of the whole 
country—men of brains and of world-wide 
renown as financiers and business captains. 
Whoever is selected by such men for leader- 
ship of their organization is distinctly hon- 
ored by such selection. 

Mr. Maddox is younger in years than 
any man ever elected to the presidency of 
this association; and yet he is old enough to 
have won his spurs in every field of activity 
upon which he ever entered.

He is now at the head of one of the fore- 
most banking institutions of the south; and 
his splendid achievements in ‘banking and 
in other fields have naturally and appropri- 
ately brought higher honors.

Soldier Deeds, Herole and 
Soldiers’ Own Paper. 


Soldier writers tell of 
Humorous, in American 
Base Port Bustle 
Ever on Increase 
As Army Pours In 


Expeditionary Forces.) 


At an ever increasing pace gre the wheels 
of the American war machine in France re- 
volving. With the same force with which 
American line units, in the last few weeks, 
have made their debut in big scale warfare, 
have the other branches of the service upon 
whose efforts depend the potency and ef- 
fectiveness of the man in the trenches ac- 
complished their less spectacular but equally 
important work. On the front and behind 
the lines recent accomplishment has been 
equally striking and significant. 

More work was accomplished in the 
Ss. O. S, by an appreciable percentage, dur- 
ing July than in any previous month. More 
dirt was excavated on the rail lines of com- 
munication, more steel was laid, more ware- 
houses were constructed and—more conspicu- 
ous still—at the base ports, more men were 
landed, more freight was discharged from in- 
coming ships and the efficiency of its han- 
dling was materially increased. 

On the same day that the American in- 
fantry, treking in the wake of the retreat- 
ing Germans, gained the outskirts of Fismes, 
colored stevedores unloading a ship at one 
of the base ports unostentatiously won an 
important victory by discharging 1,200. tons 
of flour in 9% hours, setting a record for 
the A. E. F. and a pace which is rarely ex- 
celled on the best equipped docks in the 
United States. The same group of stevedores, 
over a period of five days, discharged an 
average of 2,000 tons of cargo per day from 
one ship, a record more notable still. 

Proving Their Value. 

The tremendous growth of the A. E. F. 
this summer has increased proportionately 
the volume of supplies and munitions which 
must be handled at the base ports, and the 
docks and railroads carefully planned a year 
ago by American engineers to bBhandle this 
vast influx of freight are now proving their 
immense value. 

It is a 24 hours a day grind at the base 
ports now, where thousands of American 
colored troops are putting ashore the mil- 
lion and one articles, big and little, which 
are necessary for the maintenance of a 
modern army. The scarcity of ocean tonnage 
makes necessary the utilization of every 
ounce of ship capacity and the saving of 
every possible moment in dispatching sup- 
plies to France. 

The Germans reasoned reassuringly, a few 
months ago, that American participation in 
the war would be small because of the lack 
of ships. They figured it would take six 
tons of shipping to support every American 
soldier in France. 

It won't take that much. Late authorita- 
tive estimates are that each man will require 
between three and four tons. Several fac- 
tors have entered into this reduction, not the 
least which is efficient handling of the 
transponms. 

Miles of Dociks Beating Germans. 

The miles of American docks which have 
been built in France in the last year, 
equipped with modern freight handling ma- 
chinery, make possible a much quicker dis- 
patch of the ships than the Germans thought 
possible, and this is accentuated by the en- 
ergy with which the work is being done. 

Moreover, the American transports are 
scientifically loaded now, so much heavy 
freight, so much light freight to utilize to 
the limit both the dead weight and space 
carrying capacity of all ships, with large 
bulk: freight on the upper decks. 

A common load for a medium-sized 
freighter now is 1,000 tons of steel, 3,000 
tons of lighter freight and a deckload of 
crated automobiles or airplanes. 

This system of loading and handling 
means making six ships do the ordinary 
work of seven, or five ships do the ordi- 
nary work of six, which in effect is equiva- 
lent to adding many new vessels to the 
American merchant marine. 

Speedy Return for More. 

Once a ship arrives the discharge of 
freight begins and the work is uninterrupted 
until the job is completed. If freight cars 
are available the cargo is dispatched to the 
warehouses in them. 

But if the freight comes faster than the 
trains can handle it, it is piled on the docks 
or in temporary storage warehouses nearby, 
to be sent ahead, when the congestion is re- 
lieved. Above all, the ship is discharged and 
started back for another load. 

Most of the American colored stevedores 
never saw 4@ ship until they started for 
France, but they are proving their worth as 
cargo handlers. Working in the hold of a 
ship with an August sun raising heat waves 
from the deck isn’t the easiest job in the 
army, but they are breaking records at it— 
and it hasn't dampened their sunny disposi- 
tions either.

The American forces in France have the 
cleanest record as regards morality of any 
army in the history of the world. This is 
a record in which we who know can take 
great pride and greater inspiration. It adds 
one more powerful argument to the teach- 
ing that purity of conduct -is compatible 
with the highest manhood, that there is no 
reason why any-.man should ever for an 
instant loge his self-respect and his respect 
for womanhood. It is a record which ought 
to fill every soldier’s mother, wife or sweet- 
heart with thankfulness to General Pershing 
and those about him. 

A young man who has the moral self- 
confidence to say NO never takes his: first 
drink. If his mother has exacted from him 
a solemn pledge, that gives him greater 
strength to say NO, and NO without expla- 
nation or apology. If the young man doesn’t 
take his first drink he will never be tor- 
tured by a craving for drink. He just won't 
have any need of alcohol in his life, 

If a young man’s father is a he-man with 
backbone he will likewise, at the proper. 
time, exact from the boy a solemn pledge 
of abstinence from the more ruinous sin 
that goes hand-in-hand with intemperance. 
The proper time is when the boy is about to 
leave home, when he is seventeen or eigh- 
teen years old. It is a great thing for a 
boy to come home clean. It ts a thing for 
which his parents may be thankful, and for 
which they are, to this extent at least, re- 
sponsible. If they let the boy go away un- 
pledged and untutored they fail in a plain 
duty. 

Parents too often forget that there are 
everywhere men of a degenerate type who 
are eager for the chance to misinform the 
untutored lad and lead him astray in his 
ignorance. There can be no question in the 
mind of a physician of experience that the 
moral ruin, if not the physical degenesation, 
of many a promising lad is brought about in 
just this way—thanks to the negligence of 
procrastinating or cowardly parents. 

The boys over there have learned that 
moral cleanliness and physical well being 
are not only compatible hut inseparable. The 
same truth must be driven home over here.

Tattoo Marks. 


Is there any known method of removing 
tattoo marks from the skin? (F. E. K.) 

ANSW'ER—Only by operation. It is a 
serious mistake to be tattooed. 


Arthritis and Rheumatism. 


Please explain the difference between 
chronic arthritis, chronic rheumatism, rheu- 
matoid arthritis and neuritis. (W. W. A.) 

ANSWER—Arthritis is the medical term 
for inflammation of a joint. Chronic means 
prolonged in duration. Rheumatism means 
anything and everything or in re&lity noth- 
ing in particular; the term is applied when 
the nature of the condition is not under- 
stood. Rheumatoid means like rheumatism; 
this term was applied to a frequent type of 
joint inflammation seen in women past thir- 
ty-five years of age (chiefly), the small 
joints of hands or feet and later larger joints 
being affected, especially spinal joints. Neu- 
ritis means nerve inflammation, and except 
in a very crude way is not confused with 
joint disease. ,The usual cause of chronic 
joint inflammation, whatever name it may 
be given, is focal infection; the septic focus 
may be found about the teeth or gums, in 
the tonsils, in a diseased sinus in the nose, 
in the gall-sac or appendjx, in the pelvic 
organs, or elsewhere in the body. 


Ezema Habit. 


In your opinion is a daily enema to wash 
out the lower bowel an important factor of 
good health? (F. R.) 

ANSWER—In certain disease conditions 
a daily enema may be required for a limited 
period. But the habit of taking an enema 
every day is very injurious in the long run. 
It causes the most obstinate form of consti- 
pation, due to a dilated lower bowel. Medici- 
nal physics, though not exactly advisable 
for habitual use, are far less injurious than 
daily injections.

New York, September 27-—A _ stock 
market by far the broadest and most 
active today since last week's period 
of liquidation was. associated directly 
with the Bulgarian peace overtures. 
Strength was contributed also by the 
enthusiasm displayed over the fourth 
Liberty Loan with reports that enor- 
mous subscriptions from corporations 
and individuals had been promised. 

In a turn-over exceeding half a mil- 
lion shares in volume, representing the 
injestion of strong investment buying 


for both cash and speculative account, 
and reflecting also much short cover- 
ing, prices in many instances rose to 
new high levels for the present move- 
ment. The general] trading sentiment 
indicated increasing confidence in the 
stability of the market's technical con- 
dition, and the gains established ran 
from 1 to 2 points in the general list 
and amounted to 6% to 10%, respec- 
tively, by Mexican Petroleum and Tex- 
as Company.

PRICE-FIXING REPORTS 
FEATURED COTTON WEEK 


New York, September 27.—Nervous- 
ness over the price-fixing proposition 
was relieved by the appointment of 
two committees by the war industries 
board on last Tuesday. This announce- 
ment was followed by a statement from 
the chairman of the new committee on 
distribution stating that operations 
would be conducted through the exist- 
ing channels of trade and with aa lit- 
tle disturbance of existing facilities 
and organization as possible, 

The chairman of the committee on 
inquiry was also quoted as hoping that 
the operations of the committee on 
distribution in alloting quantities and 
equalities of cotton to foreign and do- 
mestic ———— would sufficiently 
stabilize the market to render price- 
fixing unnecessary. Prices rallied fol- 
lowing these reports, and the market 
was firm later in the week on cover- 
ing and trade buying, with sentiment 
evidently influenced by the favorable 
war and political news and rather un- 
favorable weather for the crop. De- 
cember contracts sold at 33.61 today, 
compared with 81.20, the low level of 
last Tuesday, and the week closed with 
prieas only a few points off from the 

es 

It is reported that uncertainty as to 
the exact procedure of the committee 
on distribution has led to a practical 
withdrawal of manufactuyers from the 
immediate market, but there has been 
trade buying in futures, presumably 
to fix prices on call cotton. A good 
part of such business has been attrib- 
uted to the French commisston, and 
Liverpool has also been a buyer here 
during the week. 

Stocks of American cotton in Liver- 
pool now amount to less than a week’s 
consumption by Lancashire mills, and 
the English market has ruled firm 
owing to trade buying and scarcity of 
contracts. Owing to the excitement 
over’ government control possibilities, 
the trade paid little attention to weaith- 
er or crop news during the earlier part 
of the week, and sentiment has not yet 
fully formed as to the probable show- 
ing of the government report next 
week. Only two of the private reports 
have so far appeared, one of them mak- 
ing the condition 65.2 against 61.8 last 
month, and pointed to a crop of 
12,100,000 bales, excluding linters, while 
the other made the condition 65.7 and 
the crop indication 11,700,000 bales, ex- 
cluding linters. Private reports indi- 
cate ginning of 3,970,00 bales to Sep- 
tember 26. 


RICE CROP IS SHORT 
IN SOUTH:<CAROLINA 


Charleston, 8. C., September 27.— 
While early estimates for the rice 
crop of this section indicated 100,000 
bushels, it is believed now that the 
total will not exceed 60,000 bushels, as 
damage done by brackish water, 
drought, and rice birds during the 
growing and harvesting season has af- 
fected the yield seriously. Foreseeing 
high prices, planters in this section in- 
creased their acreage this spring, ex- 
pecting handsome retarns. There is 
much disappointment’ felt because of 
damage to crops.

“First, the impartial justice meted 
out involve no discrimination between 
those to whom we wish to be just and 
those to whom we do not wish to be 
just. It must be a justice that plays 
no favorites and knows no standard, 
but the equal rights of the severa 
peoples concerned. , 


“Second, no special or separate in- 
terest of any single nation or an

“If it be in deed and in truth the com- 
mon object of the governments asso- 
ciated against Germany and of the na- 
tions whom they govern, as I believe 
it to be, to achieve by the coming set- 
tlements a secure and lasting peace, it 
will be necessary that all who sit down 
at the peace table shall come ready and 
willing to pay the price, the only price,

“Fifth, all international agreements 


that will procure it; and ready and will-: and treaties of every kind must be 


ing, also, to create in some 
ion the only instrumentality by which 
it can be made certain that the agree- 
ments of the peace will be honored and 
fulfilled. 

Impartial Justice in Every Item. 


“That price is impartial justice in 
every item of the settlement, no mat- 
ter whose interest is crossed, and not 
only impartial justice, but also the sat- 
isfaction of the several peoples whose 
fortunes are dealt with. That indispen- 
sable instrumentality is a league of na-~ 
tions formed under covenants that will 
be efficacious. Without such an instru- 
mentality, by which the peace of the 
world can be guaranteed; peace will 
rest in part upon the word of outlaws 
and only upon that word. For Germany 
will have to redeem her character, not 
by what happens at the peace table, but 
by what follows. 

‘And, as I see it, the constitution of 
that league of nations and the clear 
definition of its objects must be a 
part, is in a sense the most essential 
part of the peace settlement itself. It 
cannot be formed now. If formed now 
it would be merely a new alliance con- 
fined to the nations associated against 
the common enemy. It is not likely 
that it could be formed after the set- 
tlement. It is necessary to guarantee 
the pease, and the peace cannot be 
guaranteed as an after thcught. The

‘In the same sentence in which I 
say the United States will enter into 
no special arrangements or under- 
standings with particular nations let 
me say also that the United States is 
prepared to assume its full share of 
responsibility for the maintenance of 
the common covenants and understand- 
ings upon which peace must hence- 
forth rest. We still read Washington’s 
immortal warning against ‘entangling 
alliances’ with full comprehension and 
an answering purpose, But only special 
and limited alliances entangle; and we 
recognize and accept the duty of a new 
day in which we are permitted to hope 
for a general alliance which will avoid 
entanglements and clear the air of the 
world for common understandings and 
the maintenance of common rights.

Boxdale D’Orr, a native of France, but 
now a resident of Atlanta, made an elo- 
quent speech, introducing Sergeant 
Winkler and Sergeant Raphael and 
their interpreter, Charles Lecaf, all sol- 
diers of the French army, who are here 
in connection with the Fourth Liberty 
Loan campaign.

And I would go proudly forth to say 
to thousands of Constitution readers 
that I had found out what they spent 
their nickels for every year when the 
circus comes around, but couldn’t tell. 
The Story Is Spoiled." 

But when I approached Publicity 
Manager Williams, who assuredly 
knows everything about the big show, 
on the subject, in the few words that 
I have given above he spoiled every- 
thing and left me a disappointed news- 
gatherer.
